Note, too. the size of the con­ 
crete mixer—then visualize hand-pouring a sufficient 
amount of concrete to build the gate sector in the 
Proctor Dam. Picture below shows a sector of the 
Lake Kanes dam core trench filling. The scene looks 
north toward the spillway. Just about the center of 
the picture may be seen a mule-drawn mechanism en­ 
gaged In leveling and packing the dirt fill. Too, you 
can see the Model T touring cars parked on either 
side of the trench area. The two pictures were made 
in July, 1925, by the late John D. Waring, Comanche, 
engineer for the Hawley & Freese engineering con­ 
sultants, Fort Worth, who planned the Lake Kanes dam 
for the Citv of Comanche. The late S. S. Payne was 
City Street & Water Superintendent during the con­ 
struction of the dam, completed in 1926.
